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ATTACHMENT TO NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

A request for continued examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application 
is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Claims 3, 20, 
28-31, and 34-35 are now canceled, and new claims 36-39 have been added. Claims 1-2, 4-19, 
21-27, 32-33, and 36-39 are currently pending in the instant application.

(1997) Vaccine, Vol. 15, No. 6/7, 759-768, US Patent No. 6,127,116 (10/3/00), filed on 3/4/97 
and hereafter referred to as Rice et al., and Lehner et al. (1999) J. Infect. Dis., Vol. 179 (Suppl 
3), S489-S492, the rejection of claims 18-19 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hurpin et al. (1998) Vaccine, Vol. 16 (2/3) 208-215, in view of Hodge et al. (1997) Vaccine, 
Vol. 15, No. 6/7, 759-768, US Patent No. 6,127,116 (10/3/00), filed on 3/4/97 and hereafter 
referred to as Rice et al., and Lehner et al. (1999) J. Infect. Dis., Vol. 179 (Suppl 3), S489-S492, 
as applied to claims 1-2, 4-17, 32-33, and 35 above, and further in view of Zaremba et al. (1997) 
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Cane. Res., Vol. 57, 4570-4577 and Salgaller et al. (1996) Cane. Res., Vol. 56, 4749-4757, and 
the rejection of claims 21-27 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hurpin et al. 
(1998) Vaccine, Vol. 16 (2/3) 208-215, in view of Hodge et al. (1997) Vaccine, Vol. 15, No. 6/7, 
759-768, US Patent No. 6,127,1 16 (10/3/00), filed on 3/4/97 and hereafter referred to as Rice et 
al, and Lehner et al. (1999) J. Infect. Dis., Vol. 179 (Suppl 3), S489-S492, as applied to claims 
1-2, 4-17, 32-33, and 35 above, and further in view of Barnett et al. (1997) Vaccine, Vol. 15(8), 
869-873, are all withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments to the claims and arguments. See 
the Reasons for Allowance section below for more details. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 4/1/11 is in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97 and 1.98.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, including the references cited in the withdrawn 103 rejections above, and Hadzantonis et 
al., cited by the IDS of 4/1/11, does not teach or suggest to administer a tumor antigen in two 
different forms directly to the same lymph node. Although the 103 rejections cited motivation to 
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practice a prime-boost protocol with two different forms of the same antigen using intranodal 
administration, none of the cited references alone or in combination, nor the state of the prior art 
provides sufficient motivation to administer the two different forms of antigen to the exact same 
lymph node or nodes as now claimed.
